He saw quite a n um ber of them, and 
also had a long talk with R ep resen ta­ 
tive Burton, chairm an of th e com m it­ 
tee on rivers and harbors. 
Colonel Vance 
found

agreeable to continuing th e improve­ 
m ent of the OIiIq along lines already 
projected, hut the chairm an was stead ­ 
fast in his position not to com m it h im ­ 
self on th e project of th e constructing 
a channel nine feet in depth from the 
m outh of the Big Miami riv er to Cairo 
Mr. B urton, moreover, took occasion to 
express the 
re sen tm en t he has long

HOMEMADE CAKE STAND. 


A P ra tt? s a d V aluable P re se a t Fee 
Ilia Haaaawlfa. 
Here la something pretty and useful 
made for a dainty woman's Christmas 
present. 
It consists of nothing more 
than a cake stand contrived 
from 
three round wooden box lids, three 
bamboo rods aud a liberal aupply of 
ribbon. 
The lids ore first sandpaper­ 
ed to a uniform smoothness and then 
stained a pretty green and varnished 
when dry. The bamboo rods are mod 
erately thick, cut the desired length 
and given a coating of metallic green 
paint. The first lid Is fastened to the 
rods about six inches from the top by

pieces of wire passed through holts lo 
the cover snd rods exactly opposite 
etch other, nnd the wire, which can be 
painted over, neatly wound and made 
quite tight.

structlon of Kittanning. 
In 1756 Colonel John Armstrong 
came over the mountains and fell on 
this Delaware town and destroyed It. 
returning with but slight loss. Imme­ 
diately the French commander on the 
Ohio reported to the authorities in 
Canada that a large force under "Le 
General W achinston” had assailed the 
town at Kittanning but had beer. 
driven off with considerable loss and 
that he now had troops In full pursuit 
and had no doubt but that the enemy 
would all be killed or captured.

of the story, and aa It was a long, long 
way to Montreal, he was safe In put 
ting the affair In any shape he pleased 
In view of the truth, his version is in­ 
teresting.

The Ohio river flows 
peacefully 
enough today on its w estw ard course. 
It passes great cities and pretty vil­ 
lages. 
Countless 
prosperous 
towns 
fee its banks, and it runs its w ay 
toward the M ississippi betw een many 
hundreds of miles of fertile farms. 
About its head lie th* great coal fields 
of P ennsylvania and 
th e im mense 
manufacturing district of the Iron 
City On its bo*om flo*t m ighty com­ 
mercial fleets, and palace steam ers 
still keep aliv e the traditions of those 
former days when the river passenger 
traffic was the greatest thing of its 
kind in th* country. Such is th* busy 
river valley of today. 
But less than two centuries ago there 
was to be seen on the broad face rf 
the Ohio only an 
occasional 
birch 
canoe of an Indian hunter or a small 
fleet of those graceful craft carrying 
a war party up or down th e lordly 
stream 
The scene then w as quiet, 
save when the w ar cry broke the si­ 
lence or the death song floated In 
plaintive cadence along the echoes. 
The scene was not Idyllic. 
It was 
savage, but there was a certain kind 
of fascination about it, nevertheless. 
This wilderness solitude was a t length 
broken in upon by two peoples, ever 
restless and am bitious 
and 
alw ays 
desperately a t rivalry with one an­ 
other. 
When the Ohio valley first comes 
into historic notice, it Is called to th 
attention by the battle cries of the 
English and the French. Pioneers of 
both nations cam e early into the fit 
turn great valley of

River, and there was at once a clash 
The two peoples were both C hristian 
but of widely variant types of clvtliza 
Hon. especially when brought to the 
task of conquering a w ilderness and 
dealing with its savage inhabitants 
There was no possibility of am alg* 
mating thy two. They could not even 
be reconciled. 
So, when 
both 
laid 
claim to the valley of the Ohio they 
precipitated a conflict which m ust ba 
fought out to the bitter end. One or 
the other m ust go down into utter 
and bitter defeat. 
Such were the conditions existing 
hereabout when the lilies of France 
md the erose of St. George were set 
up as opposing standards in the great 
forests of the Ohio. 
The claims of France and England 
to this vast and im perial dom ain are 
baaed on foundations which at this

shaky 
mouth. Trance claimed sovereignty, 
resulting from the discovery In the 
previous century of the M ississippi 
rived by La Salle. According to the 
cuitoni of explorers In th a t day La

even 
to 
their 
extrem e 
source? This, of course, included the 
vhole Ohio valley, and by a close fo’ 
•owing up of side stream s could be 
rcade to include the greater p art of 
of the central and eastern portions of 
|he continent. 
It la supposed that 
U Salle noticed the mouth of tho 
Ohio. but his actual exploration of any 
Part of its course has alw ays been a 
question of much doubt. 
England's claim s were based on a 
• prent sort of foundation, but one 
•Wally unsubstantial. 
In 
1744 
the 
English authorities made a treaty at 
Uneasier. Pa., with the Six Nations, 
* which 
certain boundaries 
were

the 
English 
_ * T"‘s 1 tr> come into possession of aa 


ter and had not intended to give awav 
the region which the English 
ever 
thereafter declared they had obtained 
by the term s of the treaty. 
These several bases of sovereignty, 
amusing though they may appear now 
were the subject of much correspond­ 
ence between the courts of England 
and France during the years preced­ 
ing the French and Indian war. 
Both 
nations plainly saw that the question 
atmid never be settled by any other 
method than that 
of 
war, so both 
busily prepared them selves for the In 
evitable conflict during a considerable 
period of years, each all the while ve­ 
hem ently protesting its peaceful Inten­ 
tions and constantly deprecating any­ 
thing which might bring on the actual 
struggle before It should be ready to 
strike to the greatest advantage. 
This long continued diplomatic cor 
respondence 
between 
London 
and 
Paris concerning our home region la 
intensely Interesting. 
It Is also am us­ 
ing. 
It sounds a good deal like some 
comic operas we have heard. 
The 
tragedy began a while after, when the 
fighting commenced In the Penney! 
vania m ountain forests. 
Such w ere the rival claim ! to the 
Ohio valley which set two g reat na­ 
tions a t 
w ar 
to 
determ ine which 
should possess this broad and fair do­ 
main. The decision of the sword was 
very properly In favor of the English, 
and on their early foundations have 
been builded the great states we now 
inhabit; but, however much we may 
rejoice th at the outcome was such as 
it was, we are bound to say in fair­ 
ness the victory was not necessarily 
determ ined by the overwhelm ing su­ 
periority of the English rights in the 
case. 
In truth, it was a case of tw ee­ 
dledum and tweedledee. and the final 
prevalence of the English cause was 
the best thing that could have hap­ 
pened.

The scene which met the ga/" of 
W ayne’s men as they came to the b a t ­ 
t le f i e l d was one to cause the saddest 
of reflections. 
Everywhere were evi­ 
dences of horrible carnage. 
The men 
solemnly si : about the sad task of 
giving burial to the bones of the un­ 
fortunates who had fallen two years 
before. 
Within a space of 350 yards 
of the new Fort Recovery they gath­ 
ered up a sickening mass of bones, 
among which were 550 skulls. 
These 
they buried in as decently Christian a 
fashion as they could. 
Having pretty 
well cleaned up the ground where the 
main attack was made, they set out 
along the road down which, through 
the dense forests, St. Clair's surviving 
men had fled. 
For a distance of five 
miles they found this pathway plenti­ 
fully strewed with skeletons, guns and 
various accouterments such as would 
be east away by a panic-stricken army. 
They gathered these bones also and 
gave them burial, and picked up such 
articles as might still 
be 
of some 
worth. 
Search was made for the two bras* 
cannon which St. Clair had with him. 
one a three-pounder and the other a 
s:x pounder. 
They were found lying 
in a 
mall creek near the place of the 
defeat. 
Wayne’s men occupied the place for 
I period, continuing the work which 
they had begun, and the record of it

WINTER QUARTERS IN SUMMER 


(Copyright 1903 by A m erican P r ess A sso cia tio n .] 
The whole story of the campaign 
against Fort Duquesne in I7i>5 is one 
of accumulated shame. A fter the m as­ 
sacre of the arm y at w hat the French 
called the battle of the Monongahela 
the few wounded and frightened sur­ 
vivors made their way painfully bank 
along the road they had so recently 
cut, carrying with them their stricken 
and dying comm ander. On the arrival 
of this sorry party at the camp of 
Colonel Dunbar, who lay with the re­ 
serve force near w here is now the site 
of Uniontown, Pa., a scene of pan;c 
ensued which is scarcely to be paral­ 
leled in the m ilitary history of this 
country. 
The first intim ation th a t Dunbar 
and the soldiers In his camp received 
of the awful slaughter of the main 
army was on the day of the battle, 
when about noon some wagoners and 
drivers of pack-horses came in terror 
into camp and w ith blanched faces 
cried out th at all the arm y was slain 
and they alone were left to tell the 
talc 
In a little while others came 
panting In. 
Soon a party was seen ' 
approaching carrying a wounded offi­ 
cer 
on 
a 
sheet. 
Im mediately th e ' 
troopers crowded around the pale and I 
panic-stricken fugitives to hear the 
startling tale. 
As the tru th flashed on them that 
the gallant arm y which had gone on 
ahead had been literally swallowed 'do 
In the great forest the feeling of fear 
communicated 
itself to them , 
and 
many of them deserted, fleeing incon­ 
tinently, even though the sentinels! 
used every endeavor to compel them j 
to remain within the lines. 
All that 
afternoon and night 
the 
panic in­ 
creased, as the stream of fugitives 
kept, stringing in. 
The next day came 
the group of officers and Virginians, 
bringing the dying General Braddock. 
Dunbar had with him the main part 
of the expedition’s stores. 
W agons, 
ammunition, 
artillery, 
provisions, 
equipment, all were with him. On the 
arrival of 4his last bit of the wreck 
of the arm y orders w ere issued to de­ 
stroy all these valuable stores, give up 
the expedition and retreat for a safe 
place as fast as could be done. Scarce, 
ly could the men be kept long enough 
to obey these orders, so terribly wero 
th°y frightened. 
They kept listening 
every m inute to hear the howl of tho 
whirlwind of death coming through 
the forest. 
A hundred Indians could 
have driven the entire lot in terror be­ 
fore them. 
The knot of V irginians who, wDh 
Washington, stood by the dying com­ 
mander, were the only ones who had 
not completely lost their nerve. 
In obedience to the orders over a 
hundred wagons, w ith their contents, 
were burned.

“Before I took th at tramp across tile 
United States I loved hard work, loved 
to do it, wanted to throw myself into it, 
fairly gloried in manual labor. I ac­ 
complished more than J was paid for or 
expected to do from sheer love of it. iii 
Buffalo I was arrested and thrown into 
jail as a tramp; my huir was clipped, 
and I was subjected to the regular 
tramp routine. There I saw that the 
workman was simply in the social pit, 
was literally holding on the sides with 
Ills hands, and I resolved then and 
there never to work again manually, 
for in that way man gets beneath the 
capitalist.

Returning to the home of his boy­ 
hood, Mr. London entered the Univer­ 
sity of California in 1890, but remained 
only a year, being obliged to give up 
his collegiate studies boca us** of a lack 
of funds. About this time the Klondike 
was beginning to attract the mining 
prospector and gold seeker, and Mr. 
London's adventurous spirit led him 
thither. 
While unsuccessful in his 
search for gold, lie accumulated there 
a fund of experience and Information 
which has served as a basis for very 
much that he has written. 
Upon his return from the Klondike 
Mr. London wrote “The Alan on the 
Trail,” which the Overland Magazine 
published in .1899. 
This first success 
was followed by eight other short sto­ 
ries, all of which, with one exception, 
were published in the Overland and 
were subsequently collected in book 
form under the title of “The Hon of the 
Wolf,” which brought him recognition 
from the literary world.

by Mr. London are “The League of the 
Old Men,” "The White Silence," "The

A feature of the early life of th!s 
region of country which was of great 
importance was the old-fashioned way­ 
side tavern.

unpleasant to make agreeable reading. 
I may say the more forcibly that T. 
Sa inly s is the best development of 
manhood from childhood I have found 
in fiction. 
This argues nothing iu favor of sc 
quels, for Mr. IlHirle evidently had 
Tommy and Orlzel full grown in his 
mind and did not invent their mat nr 
Ity in response to the popular demand. 
Failure Is bad, but its worst result 
is cessation of effort. 
Success brings 
the greater danger that the flattered 
or avaricious author will be stimulated 
to premature production. 
Lewis Carroll knew how to stand 
success. 
“Through

Looking 
Glass” equals “Alice In Wonderland.” 
Indeed many of the quotations credit­ 
ed to the more famous book are really 
taken from Its sequel. 
Without knowing the inside history 
of Mrs. Burnett’s two charming books.

Baltimore, Dec. ll.—The National 
Civil Service Reform league began Its 
twenty-third annual meeting. 
Daniel 
C. Oilman, president of the league, 
opened the convention with a few ap­ 
propriate remarks. 
Among the notable delegates present 
were Carl Schurz, Edward Wheeler, 
Homer Folks and Edward Carey, of 
New York; James R. Garfield and W 
E. Cushing, of Ohio; Richard Henry 
Dana, Charles J. Bonaparte, John R 
Proctor, Charles Richardson, Elliott 
H. Goodwin, Alford W. Cooley, Henry 
W. Greene, Henry W. Farnan ami Wil­ 
liam D. Foulkes. 
Many of the dele­ 
gates are accompanied by their wives. 
Evils of Spoilt Politics. 
The annual report of the council 
was read by Charles J. Bonaparte. 
The report points to the rocent revela 
tlons of dishonesty In certain bureaus 
of the postoffice departm ent as an ii 
lustration of the evils at spoils poli­ 
ties. 
“Of the 18 public servants, 
says the report, “Indicted for alleged 
crimes revealed by this investigation, 
not one originally entered the service 
through competitive examination. 
In 
every Instance their selection was due 
to partisan or personal considerations. 
Ordinarily a man who enters the ser­ 
vice as the result of a competitive ox 
amination honestly conducted In ac 
cordance with the civ! service rules 
Is a man of higher moral standards 
than a man appointed to office because 
he has placed a politician under obli 
gallons to him. 
Them 
have been 
many Illustrations of this truth, but 
none more striking or significant than 
the revelations of the postal inquiry.” 
The report states that In tho Phil 
Ipplnes the civil service law and rules 
are faithfully and satisfactorily ad 
ministered, but that In Porto Rico 
"only a very partial application of tho 
principles of the merit system seems 
to be contemplated, though a good bo 
ginning has been made." 
Evasions of the Law. 
Critical allusions were made to eva 
sinus of the civil service law In cus­ 
tom houses In Philadelphia and New 
York. The report concludes as follows: 
“The council feels confident that 
the great advances made In the prac 
Ural application of Its principles dur­ 
ing the 28 years of Its existence will 
be continued until avowed opposition 
to these principle# has wholly c’lsap 
peered, and It urges upon all mem­ 
bers of the league and patriotic cltl 
zen* and friends of honest govern­ 
ment a resolute and persevering ad 
vocaey of the reform under all circum­ 
stances and In all parts of the union 
Charles Richardson, of Philadelphia, 
read a paper on “The needs of greater 
efforts and effective methods in advo­ 
cating the merit system.” In which he 
advised all those opposed to the spoils 
system to vote only for those pledge! 
to civil service reform. 
Richard Henry Dana, of Massachu­ 
setts, read a paper on “The merit sys­ 
tem in the selection of the higher mu­ 
nicipal officers.“ In'w hich attention 
was called to the system In vogue in 
Paris ae one of the hest-governc I 
cities In the world. 
“Government In 
our large cities Is,” he said, “a failure, 
and the remedy was In the application 
of the nile* of civil service to tho 
heads of departments instead of to 
the subordinates. 
Parisian System Reversed Hlere. 
"In Paris,” said Mr 
Dana, “they 
have put the heads and those near the 
head only of their municipal •system 
under the merit plan, and the bodies — 
the subordinates 
take care off them­ 
selves 
We have put the bodies under 
the merit system and have left tho 
heads of departments in politico. Con­ 
sequently the heads are mostly spoils­ 
men.'* 
"Some Object Lessons” was thlp title 
of an address delivered by Carl Sft'hurz, 
of New York, in which he dwtdt at 
length on the Bristow report of scan­ 
dals In the postoffice department!. Sen­ 
ator P latt’a party management th New 
York and of the acts of certain con­ 
gressmen aa Illustrating the evtlls of 
spoils politics, and predicted the Anal 
and complete triumph of civil service 
reform.

The annual report of tho council 
was read by Charles J. Bonaparte 
The report points to the rocent revela 
tlons of dishonesty In certain bureaus 
of tho postoffice department as an il­ 
lustration of the evils rtf spoils poli­ 
ties. 
“Of tho 18 public servants,” 
says the report, "indicted for alleged 
crimes revealed by this Investigation, 
not one originally entered the service 
through competitive examination.

Evasions of the Law.

statices and In all parts of tho union.’ 
Charles Richardson, of Philadelphia 
read a paper on “The needs of greater 
efforts and effective methods in advo 
oating the merit system ,’’ In which he 
advised all those opposed to the spoils 
system to vote only for those pledge ! 
to civil service reform. 
Richard Henry Dana, of Massachu 
setts, road a paper on “The merit sys­ 
tem in the selection of the higher mu 
nlclpal officers.” in " which attention 
w'as called to the system In vogue in 
Paris as one of the best-governc I 
oltles In the world. 
“Govermment In 
our large cities is,” he said, "a failure, 
and the remedy was In the application 
of the rules of civil service to tho 
heads of departments instead of to 
the subordinates. 
Parisian System Reversed Hlere. 
“In Paris,’’ said Mr. Dana, ’ they 
have put the heads and those near the 
head only of their municipal ’ey st em 
under the merit plan, and the bodies— 
the subordinates—take care o f them­ 
selves.

Con­ 
sequently the heads are mostly spoils­ 
men.”
